(iv) A Certificate of Educational Qualification. 

(v) Two copies of recent passport size (2"x2 t" approx.) 

photograph of the candidate. 

Details of the documents mentioned in items (i), (ii), (iii), 
(iv) and (v) are given below :— 

(i) A Treasury Receipt or CROSSED Indian Postal Orders 
for the prescribed fee.—The amount may be deposited in the 
nearest Government Treasury, or in a branch of the State 
Bank of India, or in a State Treasury authorised to transact 
business on behalf of Government (Amount deposited at 
Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, or Madras should be deposited in 
the Reserve Bank of India instead of in the State Bank of 
India).

(v) Two copies of Photograph.—A candidate must submit 
two passport size (2"X2J" approx.) copies of his recent 
photograph, one of which should be pasted on the first page 
of the application form and the other copy should be firmly 
attached with the application form. Each copy of the photo¬ 
graph should be signed in ink on the front by the candidate.
